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Utilities Board Advances Plans 


For Improving Sewage Disposal 


New requirements of the In­ 
diana Stream Pollution Control 
Board left the Rushville Utili­ 
ties Service Board in a state 
of confusion at its meeting Tues­ 
day night. Based on a “low 7- 
day, once-in-ten-year flows” of 
Flatrock River, plans being de­ 
veloped by Steeg & Associates 
for revamping the treatment of 
sewage at the present plant, will 
entail a revision of work from 
a 1977 completion date to sub­ 
mission of final plans Novem­ 
ber 15 of this year. 
Present engineering would pro­ 
vide. only one-sixth of the new' 
requirements and the proposed 
plans would not meet final ap­ 
proval by this amount. Three 
alternatives are possible for ad­ 
vanced waste water treatment 
and it is not known which of 
the plans will be required. It is 
possible that under the present 
situation 
federal 
and 
state 
grants will be increased to cover 
AWT costs, based on engineer’s 
estimate. 
Steeg company recommended 
that a contract be entered into 
to make borings and take soil

The Rush County Board of 
Health met Tuesday night at the 
courthouse 
with 
Chairman 
Lowell M. Hinchman, DVM, pre­ 
siding. Other board members 
present were Drs. C. C. Atkins, 
and M. G. Norris, George King, 
DVM, Mrs. Dale Smiley, James 
Haywood,

The board reviewed in detail 
with Dr. Frank H. Green, health 
officer, the activities of April, 
May and June and adjusted cer­ 
tain duty assignments of the 
personnel, because of personnel 
changes in the department. 
The board directed Dr. Green 
and his staff to enforce compli­ 
ance with the newly enacted 
county ordinance regulating the 
installation of septic tank sys­ 
tems. Under this ordinance a 
permit must be obtained from 
the Health Department to install 
a septic tank, and the owner Is 
responsible for the proper in­ 
stallation, through the co-opera­ 
tion of a contractor, if any. Pre­ 
viously installed systems must 
comply when remodeled or re­ 
paired. 
The problems of the city dump 
and the solutions were discussed 
at length. The most practicable, 
and least costly, solution is be­ 
ing sought, and definite recom­ 
mendations are to be made at 
the earliest possible time.

site in order to include this 
cost into the overall construc­ 
tion cost. The matter will be 
referred to City Council Sept. 
7. The council has already ap­ 
proved requests for sewage de­ 
velopment and it is understood 
that a bond issue is planned to 
cover costs. 
The board asserted that the 
plant superintendent is responsi­ 
ble to them in decisions concern­ 
ing management of the utility 
operations. 
Chairman 
John 
Green said that “the superin­ 
tendent should not have to run 
around and be forced to justify 
managerial decisions.” Attorney 
David Malson said the law says 
that the superintendent is re­ 
sponsible to the Utility Service 
Board. 
Flatrock River being termed 
a “navigable” stream, the Army 
Corps of Engineers has request­ 
ed the city submit an applica­ 
tion for perm.ission to discharge 
backwash water from the soften­ 
ers and iron removal units at 
the water plant. An application 
fee of $100 is charged and addi­ 
tional engineering reports need­ 
ed would increase this expense 
by approximately $125. 
Agreement between the water 
department 
and 
Penn-Central 
Railroad has been reached for 
construction of the new water 
main from the south well field 
and work on this project will 
begin August 23. Part of the 
work has already been done 
and has been held up pending 
authorization to cross railroad 
property. 
Superintendent Ray Suttle re­ 
ported that during the recent 
Harrold & Pell fire, that the 
water level at the tank north of 
town was at 17 feet when the 
alarm came in. Level of the 
storage unit remained constant 
until power to the south field 
was interrupted at which time 
the reserve dropped to 13 feet. 
Upon restoration of the power, 
a constant 13-foot suply was 
maintained. He stated that steps 
would be taken to provide for 
additional emergency conditions 
in this respect. 
Board secretary Cornelius Os­ 
ier reported that he did not no­ 
tice any “red water” following 
the fire. No complaints concern­ 
ing iron in the water have been 
received by the utility in the 
past two weeks, it was said. 
Some patrons have reported that 
their water condition has im ­ 
proved recently and have com­ 
plimented the water service peo­ 
ple. Mr. Suttle stated that wat­ 
er leaving the plant contains on­ 
ly .01 parts per million. Water 
from the wells contains 1.5 ppm. 
Office Manager Edna May re­ 
ported that for the first time in 
several months the water de­ 
partment has shown a monthly 
operating profit. Total income 
from water operations during 
July was listed as $13,432.05 with 
total operating expenses of $3,- 
046.97. Interest expense of $1.- 
465.08 reduced the total profit to 
$8,920.08. She added the explana -

An increase of about 29 cents 
in the Rush County tax levy is 
proposed in the county budget 
for 1972, according to informa­ 
tion submitted to this newspap­ 
er today 
by 
Darrell 
Ron an, 
county auditor. 
The proposed levy will be ad­ 
vertised at $1.30 and one mill 
for each $100 in assessed valua­ 
tion. 
This 
is 
approximately 
eight cents more than the ask­ 
ing budget of last year, which 
was $1.22 and six mills, then 
later cut to $1.01..,. 
Tied to a reduced taxable pro­ 
perty valuation,,, an. increase in 
departmental 
estimated 
need 
for funds is forcing the rate 
higher. Ronan said. 
Property valuation is down 
by $518,925 according to records. 
Two funds sharing the largest 
increases in the new budget are 
general and welfare. General is 
$161,364.05, and welfare is anti­ 
cipated to need an additional 
$33,760. 
The major increase in the 
anticipated budget is in. the gen­ 
eral fund. The asking in this 
fund 
is $161,364 
higher than 
last year, or a 70 cent rate. This 
compares to a budget asking of 
59 cents last year, which was 
later cut to 52. 
The general fund asking is 
beefed up with $100,000 asked 
for by the County Commission­ 
ers to be used in the solid 
waste program which has been 
proposed. 
Overall, it is estimated it will 
take $294.201.20 more funds for 
operation of the county govern­ 
ment next year. However, a 
great part of this Is recovered 
in revenue other than by tax 
levy. 
The hospital operating fund 
will require $95,600 additional, 
but anticipated income has cut 
this rate from four cents to two 
cents. 
It is expected the increase in 
the 
hospital 
operating 
fund, 
again the largest asking of all 
funds, will be mostly covered 
by hospital income. It is pointed 
out that only a small part of 
the anticipated $1,207,550 for hos­ 
pital operation will have to be 
paid by the taxpayers. 
Welfare, health, highway, and 
several other departments re­ 
ceive supplemental income by 
revenue or funds from other 
sources. The budget will be plac­ 
ed before the County Council 
for a hearing on September 7 
and 8. At later times the budget 
and proposed levies will be re­ 
viewed by county and tax ad­ 
justment boards.

A tear sheet from the Cape Coral 
Breeze and a letter from Dick and Pam 
Hlner brought news from Florida. 
Dick writes, “We are still living in 
Naples, and I am commuting to Cape 
Coral, which is 40 miles away, five days 
a week. The job at Naples was not what 
it was cracked up to be . . . and the pay 
is much better at Cape Coral. 
“The Breeze is a big (60 pages mini­ 
mum) weekly, and I like it fine. I do find, 
however, that I am working as hard as 
ever, even if it is just a weekly. I have 
had to adjust my thinking and style to 
the weekly cycle, rather than daily, and 
also offset method, instead of hot type. 
“I have enclosed a clipping about meet­ 
ing an acquaintance here while at a Cit 
Council meeting. This chap, Don Oi 
would be known by some in Rushville, 
since he formerly worked with the Utili­ 
ties Board and Council there on plans 
for sewage (or waste water) plant ex­ 
pansion. 
“He told me, incidentally, that he is 
working in Cape Coral on the plans and 
specs for the Rushville job, and will 
either take or mail them to his firm’s In­ 
dianapolis office when completed. 
“Anyway, it was unusual to bump into 
someone 1,200 miles from Rushville at a 
Council Meeting after meeting the same 
person earlier at a Rushville Council 
Meeting. 
“Tell Frank we have three alligators in 
a pond on the golf course across the 
street from us. I understand they are 
quite common, and really discourage 
tnose who must hunt for lost balls.” 
The enclosed tear sheet writes up the 
meeting mentioned above in a three 
paragraph story headed, “It’s a Small 
world Department.” 
Don R. Ort is vice president of Henry 
B. Steeg and Associates, Inc. He now lives 
at Fort Myers, and works out of the Steeg 
office at 1402 Cape Coral Parkway. The 
firm does engineering work for GAC in 
Cape Coral. 
The tear sheet has a 3 column spread 
of paragraphs, news, and comments 
compiled by the staff of the Cape Coral 
Breeze. One item is about their sewage 
treatm ent plant, which is located south 
of Cape Coral and “whose ponds have be­ 
come wildlife refuge, attracting many 
beautiful and unusual birds and a couple 
of fairly friendly, small alligators named 
Junior and Cousin. 
“Naturally, the wildlife attracts visit­ 
ors, who come to see and photograph at 
the discretion of the engineer in charge. 
“The engineer said the water in the 
nds is so clean he would’t mind drink- 
it, but the real point of the whole 
thing is that there is no unpleasant odor 
anywhere around the sewage treatm ent 
plant. The trick, said the engineer, is to 
run the plant properly, and see to it that 
it is never overloaded.” 
The weather also comes in for its share 
of type. At Cape Coral, the amount of 
rainfall shows wide variation in the 
county. On Monday night, for example, 
a weather gauge belonging to one mem­ 
ber of the Breeze staff measured 2 inch­ 
es. At Page Field, the National Weather 
Service reported only .88 inches on the 
same night. One reliable gauge north of 
Fort Myers measured “a trace” on the 
same evening. This reads like a local 
thunder shower report in our Rush 
County this past summer, when a cloud­ 
burst hit Rushville city, but three miles 
north, there was only a sprinkle of rain.

giving him the heart and lungs 
of a 28-year-old man who had 
died the night before. Herbert 
had been bedridden for two 
years with emphysema, an in­ 
curable and progressive lung 
disease that had weakened his 
heart. 
All three previous heat-and- 
lung 
transplants 
were 
per- 
formed in the United States. 
One of the patients lived a 
week. The other two died short­ 
ly after the operation.

heart 
func­ 
tioned well, but the lungs ap­ 
parently had both mechanical 
and rejection problems. 
A tracheotomy was necessary 
on July 26, and a three-hour op­ 
eration was performed on Aug. 
2 to repair a leak in the right 
trachea where the new organs 
joined the body. 
Herbert went under surgery 
for the last time Aug. 14 when 
a second leak in one of the 
lungs was patched. 
It was Barnard’s eighth heart 
transplant but his first coupled 
with a lung graft.

By STERLING F. GREEN 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON <AP) — Des­ 
pite President Nixon’s wage* 
price freeze, importers will be 
allowed to pass on to American 
consumers the cost of the new 
10-per-cent duty on foreign-pro* 
duced goods.

A. Nixon has asked the na­ 
tion’s bankers to hold the lint 
on interest. Lacking authority 
to control dividends, he is ask­ 
ing corporations voluntarily not 
to raise their dividend pay­ 
ments.

Many Doctors 
Do Not Make 
House Calls

CHICAGO (AP) — A patient 
with a high fever is more likely 
to be visited at his home by his 
doctor if he lives in a small 
Midwestern town than if he 
lives in the South or a big city. 
And he’s more likely to re­ 
ceive a house call if his physi­ 
cian is over 35. 
These were among Vesuits of 
a survey of American physi­ 
cians conducted by the biweek­ 
ly magazine Modern Medicine, 
published in Minneapolis. 
The magazine received 25,538 
replies in a poll of its readers 
and found 64 per cent of the re­ 
spondents 
willing 
to 
go 
to 
patients’ homes. 
The magazine said making 
house calls “is clearly shown to 
be a diminishing practice—es­ 
pecially in larger cities.” 
Of those who make house 
calls, mofle than half make at 
least five a month, 35 per cent 
make 10 or more and 13 per 
cent average 25 or more. 
Of the 9,100 physicians who 
said they do not make house 
calls, 78 per cent make ar­ 
rangements to see patients in 
hospital emergency rooms. 
Sixty-nine per cent of those 
who make house calls said they 
make fewer such calls now 


than five years ago, and 78 per 
cent charge more now than 
then. 
Just over half of the respond­ 
ing doctors oppose using para­ 
medical 
personnel, 
such 
as 
nurses, to make house calls, 
but younger physicians were 
more in favor than older ones. 
Seven out of 1® doctors over 
age 50 said they make house 
calls, while 63 per cent of those 
35 to 40 do, and 50 per cent of 
those under 35. 
Proportionately more doctors 
in rural areas and towns under 
5,000 population—93 per cent 
said they make more house calls 
than in larger population cen­ 
ters. 
Physicians 
in

areas showed a marked prefer­ 
ence for seeing patients in a 
hospital emergency room. 
House calls are most preva­ 
lent 
in 
Wyoming, 
Nebraska, 
South Dakota, Maine, Montana, 
New Hampshire and Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
They are made least often in 
Hawaii, 
Georgia, 
Alabama, 
Tennessee, Texas 
and South 
Carolina.

Nixon said she got a “heart­ 
warming” reaction. 
She said she saw a lot of the 
country, 
met 
people 
in 
all 
walks of life and had a chance 
to find out what they’re think­ 
ing. 
“Are you getting any feelings 
about 1972?’ ’she wau asked. 
“I haven’t done it for that 
purpose,” Mrs. Nixon said of 
her three-day trip. “ But I think 
the 
enthusiasm’s 
great 
. . . 
People are telling me person­ 
ally as we go along.” 
She quoted such comments 
as: “ I’m a Democrat, but I’m 
for you.” "I like what your hus­ 
band is doing.” “Tell him he’s 
doing a good job.” 
Sitting in her private cabin 
aboard a presidential jet plane 
flying from Oregon, Mrs. Nixon 
was 
relaxed 
and 
responded 
with ease to questions about 
politics, campaigning and Nix­ 
on’s upcoming trip to mainland 
China. 
She said she really doesn’t 
know whether she’ll be going to 
China because “ everything in 
that field takes a lot of nego­ 
tiating.”

doesn’t know much about the 
new national Women’s Political 
Caucus, an effort led by Rep. 
Bella 
Abzug, 
D-N.Y., 
and 
writers Gloria Steinem and Bet­

“I really haven’t read about 


that,” said the President’s wife. 
“ It sounds pretty wild, just to 
be frank. I saw a scattering of 
it and it just wasn’t anything I 
really wanted to read.” 
In the first two days of pro­ 
moting recreation lands, Mrs. 
Nixon has watched sports dem­ 
onstrations from polo to sky­ 
diving. She rode in a covered 
wagon and even put a golden 
retriever dog through its paces. 
And she had something to say 
about the benefits of outdoor 
recreation for the young: 
“ If people have opportunities 
for sports” near big cities they
